At last something tangible 
that 
can be laid at gossip’s own door has 
happened. 
There has always been 
general 
sentiment 
prevailing 
that 
nio-t gossip was injurious, but it ha.-* 
never been exemplified 
with

striking force as by the murder at 
Logansport this week. 
Mrs. Mary Copple made a dispa­ 
raging remark concerning Mrs. E.i- 
zabctli Clark-Lung, a bride of a day 
at the time, in the presence of Miss 
Carrie 
Zimmerman. 
Straightway 
Miss Zimmerman “peddled” the 
ob­ 
servations of Mrs. Copple to Mrs. 
Lang. 
Before she bad heard all of 
the story. Mrs. tai ag excused herself, 
took 
a 
revolver from a 
dresser 
drawer and proceeded to the home of 
Mrs. Copple, shooting her dead 
as 
-he stood on the threshold of her 
own home. 
Without 
Miss 
Zimmerman’s 
“kindly” interest iii the affairs of the 
new bride the tragedy would 
likely 
not have been 
enacted. 
Yet 
every 
day iii every .-mall town, as well as 
citv, it is a part of the routine of the 
type of person of which Miss Zim­ 
merman 
is the 
representative 
to 
carry tales—evils tales generally— 
about their neighbors. 
Gossip is the sneaking reptile of 
decent 
and 
organized 
society. 
It 
has underminded the 
home life of 
many happy famillies and it has re­ 
duced bright and glorious futures to 
the blackest dissonaee. 
Gossip al­ 
ways was an evil-doer; 
it will ever 
be. 
In the parlance of the gossip- 
monger, it is not gossip unless it as­ 
sails the chastity of some pure wo­ 
man or the reputation of re-jvectable 
man. 
Gossip scarcely ever, if ever, was 
acused of being the direct or even 
indirect cause for 
a crime. 
Miss 
Zimmerman, 
the 
go-between, 
was 
dragged into court, according to dis­ 
patches, and directly charged 
with 
being the immediate cause 
of 
the 
tragedy. 
It was the fear that the wagging 
tongues of gossip would 
cause the 
affections of her husband for a day 
only to wane that prompted Mrs. 
Lang to take summary action. Mrs. 
Lang’s indictment of gossipmongers 
is severe enough: 
“And from that time I didn’t care 
much for life. 
Then a few months 
ago I met Joe Lang. He was so good 
to me, so kind and helpful that I be­ 
came infatuated with him and when 
he asked me to marry Lim I could 


scarcely wait for the wedding day 
to come. 
“I feared all the time that stories 
would be carried 
to 
my husband 
which would make him 
change hi- 
iiiind and maybe not marry me, and 
-o I kept with him almost constantly 
and warded him away from people 
who might be my enemies and fill hi- 
ears with -tories about me. 
“Then, when we were married, 
I 
thought I would treat everybody right 
and maybe they would not 
try 
to 
degrade me to him. 
I invited Mrs. 
Copple to my house tor that reason, 
just to try and be friend- with lier. 
She came, too, and then, when Mi-- 
Zimmerman carne and told rue what 
she was saying, 
I saw in a flash 
that o t h e r s would la* talking about 
me. how ugly I ani and how he might 
have won a better woman than me. 
“The thought that these stories on 
every one’s tongue might turn .loc 
from mc made mc crazy and in a 
pas-ion I took the gun aud went to 
Mrs. Copple*s bouse and shot lier. 
I 
didn’t -ce her children -land by lier. 
I didn't hear my father call to me. 
I could not -ce anything nor hear 
anything but that woman who had 
talked about me. 
“ I have bad to rear myself almost. 
My mother 
and 
father 
separated 
when I was small and my father kept 
us 
children. A 
man 
can’t 
rear 
daughters. 
I was headstrong, but a 
few years ago I met a man I wanted 
to marry and my father prevented it, 
and after that I paid scant attention 
to my father. 
Then when I met Joe 
laing I wanted to wipe out the past. 
Right now I feel sorrier for Joe Lung 
than I do for myself, for lie is not 
deserving of having this trouble and 
disgrace.”
